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TE GOES OVER. 


The Hearing in the Georgia Southern and 
Florida Case Postponed. 


LIVELY ARGUMENT OVER THE QUESTION, 


But Postponement Finally Carries the Day. 
The 25th of July Now Fixed for the 
Hearing-The Arguments. 


Magon, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—The 
hearing on the petition of bond- 
holders to foreclose the mort- 
gage on the Georgia Southern 
apd Florida railroad and sell the property, 
set for today, was not had, and the case 
was reassigned for Tuesday, July Zdth 
instant, at 9 o'clock. Judge C. C. Smith, 
of the Oconee circuit, arrived | from 
Hawkinsville and called the case this morn- 
ing at half-past 11 o’clock, presiding for 
Judge C. L. Bartlett, disqualified. There 
was a large attendance of lawyers antl 
spectators When court opened. 

There was a very able array of gentle- 
men of the legal profession. Prominent 
among the visiting attorneys engaged in 
the case on the bondholders’ side, were 
Hon. John 1. Hall, assistant attorney 
general of the United States, and his law 
partner, ex-Judge W. R. Hammond, of 
Atlanta; Messrs. Itichard Venable and 
Skipwith Wilber, of Baltimore; Mr. Bur- 
ton Smith, of Smith, Glenn & Smith, of 
Atlanta, and Lewis Gerrard, of Columbus. 
The only local attorneys representing the 
bondholders, were Dessau & Hodges. 

The defendants, the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad, Macon Construction 
Company und other creditors were repre- 


sented entirely by local attorneys, towit:’ 


kix-State Attorney General Clifford An- 
derson, Hill, Harris & Birch, Gustin, 
Gauerry & Hall, Hardeman, Davis & ‘lur- 
ner,*J- L. Hardeman and others. Among 
the interested spectators were ex-Judge R. 
. Trippe, of Forsyth; Hon. Tom Eason, 
solicitor general of the Oconee cireult, 
and Julian Williamson, of Forsyth. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of the in- 
terior, Was a leading counsel for the bond- 
holders when the case was first brought 
iuto court and for some time after, but 
sinee his appointment to the cabinet, he has 
tiken no active part in the matter, but 
his law firm was represented today, as 
already stated, by his brother, Mr. Bur- 
ton Suinith. 

The jurors were called and sworn. Mr. 
4urton Suuth, in behalf of the attorneys 
for the bondholders, announced that his 
side Was ready to proceed with the trial. 

Defendant Not Ready. 


Ex-State Attorney General Clifford An- 
derson arose and said that in the beginning 
of the case he simply appeared as attorney 
for the Macon Construction Company, but 
desired to state now that he also represent- 
ed the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
read, having only recently been employed 
in that capacity, because the regular at- 
torneys of the road, Gustin, Guerry & 
Hall were unable, owing to 
personal relations, to 
certain defenses.. Judge Anderson further 
announced that owing to ill health and the 
oppressive heat from which he has been 
suffering greatly he was unable to go on 
with the hearing today. A few days ago 
he thought he might be able to do so to- 
day, but last night had another attack of 
sickness. He further said that he had a 
daughter in Colorado in a critica] state 
with whom his wife and other members of 
the family are now, and he desired to go 
to Colorado at an early date, and feared 
that from his own physical condition and 


. that of his daughter he would be unable to. 
enter into a trial of the case very soon. 


argued some legal 
should not be had 
immediately. He said there appeared to 
be an effort and desire to unduly press the 
case to trial. He said there were others 
than the bondholders who had rights in 
the matter and interests to be protected. 
He did not wnderstand why this invasion 
by a band of bondholders, when money is 
so scarce in the land and the heat so in- 
tense. The property is here. It can’t run 
away. The bondholders realize that now 
is the best time to buy property cheap, and 
they may wish to get the road at a song. 

Mr. Richard Venable, of Baltimore, an 
attorney for the bondholders, said in reply 
to Judge Anderson that they did not wish 
to have the property sold in depressed 
times and suggested: that the court in pass- 
ing his decree could fix a day of sale at a 
time that would appear best for the inter- 
ests of the road. 

Judge Anderson said he did not care to 
take any chances about the matter. “Suf- 
ficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 
declared the judge with emphasis. THe said 
the bondholders are rich. They have prior 
claim on the property, and should be con- 
siderate of the claims of the creditors. “T 
will not call them bloated bondholders,”’ 
said the judge, “but’’—- 

Just here the judge was interrupted by 
Mr. Washington Dessau, an attorney for 
the bondholders who said, with a smile: 

“The bloat. has all been taken out of 
them. judge.” 

“Well, this weather is hot enough to 
take the Dloat out of anything,” quickly 
reforted the judge, “and I want this hear- 
ing postponed.” 

Other Reasons Giveu. 


Judge Anderson argued further in favor 
of «a postponement. He could see no rea- 
son why this case should be given a favored 
position on the docket. The term of court 
Was at an end. There was only one jury 
how summoned and that fer this case. The 
ease*is an intervention and not a separate 
bill. Process was issued and served and 
Judge Miller allowed parties to intervene. 
It is an intervening petition, not triable at 
this term. Judge Kibbee, special master, 
had just filed his report in certain matters 
and the lawyers for the defendant have 
not had time to examine the same and could 
not say whether or not they desired to file 
exceptions for which purpose they have 
thirty days. He thought the whole case, 
with all of its branches should be tried at 
the same time and not simply one of the 
limbs chopped off and brought into court. 
Judge Anderson said he did not know until 
this morning that Master Kibbee had com- 
pleted his report. 

Judge Smith now spoke from the bench 
and said that last week, when he was in 
the courthouse to assign the vase, one of 
the attorneys in the case, he did not know

which one, had said that the master’s re- 


port was ready. 

“Well,” replied Judge Anderson, “it must 
have been one of the attorneys on the other 
side, for no attorney on our side said it. It 
may have been one of the local attorneys.” 

At this Mr. Dessay arose and said that 
his firm was the only local attorneys in the 
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case, and it was certain] Shot him who said 
it: for he was not in the cou when 
the case was assigned for today. 

Hon. Robert Hodges, Mr. Dessau’s part- 
ner, arose and remarked that he thought 
Jgdge Gustin, defendant’s attorney, had 
said it, 

Whereupon Judge Gustin jumped up in a 
rather startled manner and replied: “No, 
sir; I said no such thing. I think it was 
Judge Hammond, of Atlanta, who said it.” 

Judge Hammond smiled and answered: *] 
may have said it, but I was furnished the 
information by some one.” So the fact was 
fastened on the genial and handsome judge, 
and argument on the postponement of the 
case was resumed. 

Messrs. Burton Smith, Richard Venable 
and Washington Dessau made a few re- 
marks, each against postponement. 

War to the Kulie. 


When these gentlemen had finished Judge 
Anderson said: “When this case does come 
on for a hearing and I am well enough to 
fight. if von want war. you will have it.” 

“We don’t want war, judge, we want 
peace,” smilingly replied Dessau. 

“If you would be content with a piece,” 
punned the judge, “I would be satisfied, put 
you wisk the whole thing.” 

What Garrard Wanted. 


Hon, Lewis Garrard, of Columbus, repre- 
gents the bondholders of the Macon and 
birmingham road. ‘the Macon Construction 
Company undertook to build this line and 
finished it as far as LaGrange. The Geor- 
gia Southern directors endorsed the bonds 
of the Macon and Birmingham. The ques- 
tion has been raised that the bonds are in- 
valid, because the charter of the Georgia 
Southern road does not confer on the direc- 
tors the right to endorse bonds, but gives 
this right only to the stockholders o 
road and there are no stockholders of the 
{reorgia Southern, Then the constitutional 
question also arises that the charter of the 
Macon and Birmingham road-is illegal, be- 
cause it is a special charter granted by the 
legislature, whereas there was a general 
aw in existence at the time under which 
the charter of the Macon and Birmingham 
road should have been granted. 

Mr. Garrard argued pefore Judge Smith 
against hearing the Macon and Birmingham 
question at the time when the petition of 
the bondholders for the foreclosure and sale 
of the Georgia Southern is heard. He did 
not think that was the time to enter upon a 
discussion of the constitutional point men- 
tioned. 

Judge Smith ordered that the question of 
foreclosing the mortgage and sale of the 
Macon aa Birmingham road shall be taken 
up immediately after the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad matter is disposed of. 

The Hearing Postponed. 


Judge Smith postponed the hearing on 
the petition of the bondholders for the 
foreclosure and sale of the Georgia Southern 
until Tuesday, July 25th, at 9 o'clock a. m., 
subject to the physical ability of Judge An- 
derson to enter into the trial of the case at 
that time, The bondholders’ attorneys ex- 
pressed themselves willing to risk Judge An- 
derson being well enough then, and con- 
sented to the postponement today.

THAT CARROLLTON SCRAP, 


The Case Against Mr. Sharpe Dismissed. 
Sheriff Hewitt Was Fined. 


Carrollton, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)}—The 
trial of Editor E. R. Sharpe and James M. 
Hewitt, sheriff of Carrot! county, for fight- 
ing, came up before his honor, Mayor G. H. 
West, yesterday. Judge Sam Brown, Profes- 
sor H. C. Brown, R. N. Moses and H. M. 
Hayes were the only witnesses sworn and 
the facts brought out in the evidence were 
about the same as telegraphed from here 
Saturday night. Mr. Hewitt did not go to 
the council room at all, but his attorney 
pleaded guilty to fighting for him. Editor 
Sharpe came clear. 

It developed in the ‘trial that Mr. Sharpe 
did not hit Hewitt a single lick, nor does it 
appear that he attempted to hit him. When 
Hewitt hit him with the billet Mr. Shar 
gathered hold of Hewitt and in the scutile 
they fetl to the floor, Sharpe on top, but the 
evidence did vot show further demonstra- 
tions after the fall. They were separated. 

Hewitt was fined $5 by the mayor ane 
Sharpe was disetharged. The matter is still 
the ‘talk of the fovwen and county. The fines 
are closely drawn and a. more serious affray 
is expected. The report as sent by your cor- 
respondent that Hewitt told Sharpe just be- 
fore he hit him that he would give him some- 
thing to pubiish is denied by some eyewit- 
nesses, and claimed to be true by others. 

The report sent out to some other papers 
that Sharpe got the best of the fight was 
proven on the trial to be untrue, for: Sharpe 
did not hit Hewitt a single time, hence he 
administered no whipping. 

It is reported an attempt has been made 
to have the parties ‘arrested by United 
States officers for fighting In Uncle Sam’s 
postofiice. 

It seems now that the end is not yet. 
The account as sent The Constitution Sat- 
urday night has been proven to be correct.

SOME GOOD WORK AT THE RANGES. 


The Boys in Camp Are Puttingjin Some 
Seriously Hard Work—Notes of the 
Day at Camp Northen. 


Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., July 11.— 
(Special.)}—Today at Camp Northen is a hot 
one. In fact, one of the hottest yet had, 
and just about noon the sun seenis to shine 
with increased vigor, the foliage not being 
thick enough to intercept the rays. Yet not- 
withstanding the fact that it is extremely 
warm here, it is about as cool as anywhere 
else, and places could be found hotter. One 
thing just here which especially recommends 
Camp Northen is the fine supply of water. 
It is as good as can be found in the state, 
and then in such abundance, Besides having 
plenty for cooking purposes, horses and ie 
like, there is the greatest abundance for 
shower baths, and these the boys do enjoy 
to the fullest extent. To run a military en- 


campment without a good supply would be 
worse than foolishness, and, no doubt, this 
alone had great weight with the advisory 
board in favor of Griffin. 

The routine business was taken up this 
morning and gone through with as usnal— 
company drills, squad drills and = guard 
mounting. The crowd that witnessed the 
mounting of the guards this morning was 
not so large as heretofore, but quite a num- 
ber were out. They come to see the dress 
parades in the aiternoon more probably 
than anything else, as the stores Closing at 
6 o'clock gives proprietors and clerks alike 
an opportunity to get out, Then it is late 
in the evening, just the cool part of the day, 
when it is delightful to be out. 

Last night some hungry fellow beat Cap- 
tain Kenan out of some mighty nice 
chickens, He had them in keeping, and oc- 
casionally he would think of the good time 
a-coming, when he would enjoy that sweet 
chicken meat, But, alas, in the dead hours 
of night, some sly soldier fellow who likes 
chicken also, hearing of the lot up at the 
captain’s tent, silently stole up and just as 
silently stole the chickens and then as si- 
lently stole away.

Thackeray 
was fond of children. It was his chief

woman “a compliment. The lecturer de- 
fended him against the charge that he was 
a cynic, and that he drew more bad charac- 
ters than good. Hie bad characters are 
strong, and leave no impression. They 
stand out prominently. Thackeray knew 
the human heart and the motives that 
actuate men. He had a true jusight into 
woman’s character, despite the protests of 
critics. He did not paint evil in an attrac- 
tive form, and no girl can lay down “Vanity 
Fair’ and say that she will be a Becky 
Sharp. He was a humorist of a rare kind. 
He defined humor as wit tempered by love. 
He had a warm place in his heart for his 
fellow authors, and was generous to them 
in every line he wrote of them. He ad- 
mired Addison, and all the old humorists. 
His own little volume on the English humor- 
ists is a delightful gtudy, show.ng much of 
Thackeray as well as of the writers 
sketched. 

He was fond of Charles Dickens, and his 
own family admired the contemporary novel- 
ist. Thackeray telle of his ea 
daughter say .ng that she liked Mr. Dickens 
better than she did her papa’s books. “'l 
wish you would write books like Mr. Dick- 
ens,’ this little one observed. 

Dr. Baskerv.ll pronounced eat Es- 
mond” tue best of ‘Thackeray's books. 
‘Thackeray was a master-in every sense. 
He detected the good and the vile wherever 
it existed. He had a deep vein of satire 
and another of sympathy. 

Mr. Vincent on Dickens. 


Mr. Leon Vincent spoke on Charles Dick- 
ens, sketching his life and giving part.cular 
study to Sam Weller. Dickens went to 
work at an early age in the establishment 
of blacking manufacturers, At first he 
wrapped packages upstairs, but he was 
later put down in the cellar to work, and 
there it was that he got his horror of rats. 
The lad’s father was not successful in his 
ventures, and became in due course of time 
a prisoner for debt. The mother attempted 
to run a boarding school for young ladies, 


the door announcing it to be a school. But 
young ladies did not come, and the school 
could not go on, and Mrs. Dickens got in 
trouble, too. The lad would go to the jail 
to see his parents and remain until about 
10 o’clock at night, when he would have 
to trudge off to his lodgings. The father 
went to reporting for the newspapers when 
he got out, and, when he was 
older the boy engaged in that, 
too. He became the most rapid and the 
best reporter in London. For three years 
he was court reporter, and for four years 
he reported the proceedings of parliament. 
He had all the experiences usual to news- 
paper men. He wrote his copy in a stage 
coach, perhaps, traveling fifteen miles an 
hour, getting his light from a lantern which - 
he held on his knees. He had to rush his 
copy like all other reporters, and he could 
do it. He thought of going on the stage, 
but when he went to the manager to read 
some lines he had a cold in his head. Be- 
fore he got another engagement -to read, he 
published the sketches by Boz. ‘They were 
successful, and he never went on the stage. 
He would probably have been a great 
comedian, had the chosen the stage as a 
rofession, but it was fortunate that he 
ad that cold in the head. 

When he wrote 
publishers tumbled over each other to get 
to him. Before he was thirty, he had pub- 
lished four or five works, which set him up 
on a pinnacle, as it were, among writers. 
He was regarded as most brilliant, as he 
Was the most successful young writer of 
his time or of almost any age. He came 
to America, and was lionized. He liked it 
at first. but it soon swelled his head, and 
he wrote back that he wae tired of it. He 
wished the American Ple would let him 
alone so that he could see the sights in 
peace. Even when he sok a drink. of 
Water, a crowd would surfound him anid 
look down his throat. Still, he formed 
acquaintances which the prized. He 
thought a great deal of Henry Clay, and 
he had a high opinion of the American 
women. He did not think that they had 
such good figures as his countrywomen; but 
then he was going back to England to live, 
and he could not be uncomplimentary to the 
fair sex there.
